In the May 1961 issue of OSIA NEWS we presented 
a detailed report on the Order’s long-standing campaign 
“to defend the good name of the Italian people.” — 


This report was made for a 
mumber of reasons. Chief pur- 
pose, however, was: 

1. To present indisputable 
proof that the Order Sons of 
Italy in America under the 
leadership of Supreme Vener- 
able Joseph Gorrasi was the 
front-runner in the battle 
against “slanted” news report- 


Ang and certain television crime 


programs which stereotyped 
Italians as throat - slitting 
criminals. 


2. To show the wide scope 
of the Order’s campaign and 
at the same time provide mem- 
bers throughout the United 
States and Canada with «a 
documented record for use in 
public relations works on a 
local level. 


The report covered a three-year 
period, starting in 1958 and end- 
ing March 31 of this year, With 
this issue we are resuming our 
report to the membership. On 
Page three of this edition we are 
carrying a record of the work of 
the Order’s National Public Re- 
lations Committee beginning with 
April 1 where we left off in the 
May issue of this year. We are

ehronicling our work through 
June of this year. 
This will be our last opportu- 


nity before the Supreme Lodge 


Convention in August to report 
on the Order’s campaign through 
the columns of OSIA NEWS. 


Whatever is done, however; by 
the National Public Relations 
Committee between now and the 
time of the Supreme Convention 
will be presented orally to the 
delegates, thus giving them a 
complete picture of our work 
since the last Supreme Lodge 
convention held two years ago in 
Boston.

Letter to Hearst Corporation 
Dear Mr. Berlin: 


You undoubtedly wil] recall that we had some correspondence 
in the past on a matter of vital Interest to members of the Order 


fons of Italy in America. We had hoped te resolve our problems. 


through a meeting of Hearst executives and tep officiale of our 
organization. 
In your Nov. 28, 1960 letter to me you stated that you planned 


to give my letter of Noy. 28, 1960 to Mr. Harold G. Kern, and that 


we would hear from him. 

We did not press the matter further because subsequently there 
eppeared to be a noticeable change in the tenor and treatment of 
certain material in the Hearst newspapers which for some time was 
distressing a vast segment of Americans of Italian origin. 

We were heartened by this noticeable change in “climate” and 
we believed that it augured well for the future. Under the circum- 
stances I suggested to the Supreme Council at a special meeting in 
Miami last February that perhaps there was no further need. for 
& meeting between Hearst executives and representatives of the 
Bons of Italy. 

In recent weeks, however, an incident created by Walter Winchell, 
the columnist, has disturbed many of our members. 

In a column published in the New York Mirror April 2, 1961, 
Mr. Winchell made some pointed remarks which we believe have 
tarnished the political image of men and women of Italian origin. 

Mr. Winchell in essence stated that President Kennedy had 
failed to appoint anyone of Itajian origin to a position of importance 
in his administration because a number of persons suggested for 
appointment had been recommended by men linked with and we 
quote: “The Big M.” 

Now this is the sort of thing that prompted us to write to you 
geome months ago. Mr. Winchell and others in the Hearst organization 
have been bandying the word “Mafia” about for several years without 
regard for established fact. 

When we first wrote you we were prepared to show you or your 
representative proof of what we can justly term as callow journalism. 

We have purposely refrained from making any comment con- 
cerning Mr. Winchell’s remarks in his column of April 3, although 
® number of newspapers and other media have made much of this 
unfortunate incident. We thought it would be best for the air to 
clear before we made any representations to you. Some of our 
members have written to Mr. Winchell in the past few weeks. But 
they did so as individuals which is their right, of course. 

Now that sufficient time has elapsed our national president, 
Atiy. Joseph Gorrasi of Woburn, Mass., has asked that I make an 
official protest to you concerning Mr. Winchell’s column. And this 
I am doing. 

Also I have been inctructed te convey to you our individual and 
collective appreciation for the excellent series of articles on prominent 
Americans of Italian origin which have been appearing in. the 
New York Mirror, These are well done and we think it only fair 
that you and The Mirror be commended for the presentation of 
this material. 

I hope that you will give this eae serious consideration and 
that you wil] be kind enough to reply at your earliest convenience. 
If there is any further information I can give you please do not 
hesitate to call on me.

You undoubtedly are aware that for some 
months now there has been considerable specu- 
lation ever what has been characterized in the 
press and elsewhere, as the apparent failure of 


the present administration in Washington to ~ 


appoint someone of Italian origin to a “high™ 
Federal post. As you know some newspaper 
columnists have made a great deal of this. 

Now we are not concerned by the diatribe of 
the columnists. As a long-time newspaper editor 
I have learned to discount so-called “inside” 
information being peddled these days by a 
number of writers. : E 

But we are concerned and we believe rightly 
s0, as to how this information is reacting among 
our members, particularly among key officials 
throughout the country. 

Letters reaching this office from all parts of 
the United States are quite disturbing. They 
indicate that a sizable segment of our member- 
ship actually believes that the Kennedy admin- 
istration has deliberately ignored the “Italian 
Community” in the matter of Federal govern- 
mental appointments. 


The Order Sons of Italy in America since. its ; 


inception some 55 years ago has always main- 
tained a sirict policy of neutrality in political 
matters. This we are bound to by our by-laws. 

However, in matters where the image of men 
and women of Italian origin, political or other- 
wise, is involved we feel we have every right 
to speak out. 

We believe that we have earned this right since 
we are the largest fraternal organization of its 
kind in the United States. 

We believe, unwittingly or otherwise, the poli- 
tical image of our people has been tarnished by 
the persistent reports that the present admin- 
istration in Washington is reluctant te appoint 
men and women of Italian origin te responsible 
government positions. 

This is unfortunate, of course, but the fact 
remains that this belief is commonly held. 

We would like to make one thing auite clear. 
Under no circumstances is this letter to be 
interpreted as criticism of you or your policies. 
The Supreme Council of the Order Sons of Italy 
in America is on record as pledging to you, as 
President of the United States, our ~“support. 
cooperation and assistance.”

lations program instituted by 
Supreme Venerable Gorrasi. 
‘There. was, for example, the 
matter of Walter Winchell’s re- 
marks in his column of April 3. 
This waa the column in which 


. Winchell made the irresponsible 


charge that the Kennedy admin- 
istration was reluctant to appoint 
anyone of Italian origin to high 
governmental posts because the 
men recommended for appoint- 
ment were closely associated with 
leaders in the “Big M.” 

There was a great deal of pub- 
licity given to this incident. This 
resulted in much confusion and 
misunderstanding. The Order 
proceeded with a great deal of 


caution in this matter. 


As National Public Relations 
Chairman this writer consulted

There has been some 
delectable music to reach the 
dealers’ shelves.

Grand 
Venerable Humphrey W. Serri- 
tella and Grand Financial Secre- 
tary Mrs. Antonetta Vigna, both 
of Chicago, in conducting the 
statewide drive. . 

The other three Grand Lodges 
which have met or surpassed 
their respective state quotas are 
The Northwest, Maryland and 
Virginia. 

The Northwest Grand Lodge, 
which has the distinction of being 
the first to top its quota of $3,500 


has currently raised $3,914.50 
under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Nicholas Sarro of Seattle; Wash., 
Supreme Trustee. 

Maryland was the second 
Grand Lodge and it met its quota 
of $1,500. State chairman is Ma- 
rion Nasco of Baltimore.

bers throughout the country 
have been concentrating upon 
raising funds for the Founda- 
tion. 

“Until now that is all that has 
been done by the Foundation. We 
have done nothing in the way of 
implementing the work of- the 
Foundation, such as the estab- 
lishment of an exchange student 
program as was voted at a meet- 
ing of the trustees of the Found- 
ation last February at Provi- 
dence, R. I. 

Gorrasi also pointed out that 
the present action taken by the 
Foundation was necessitated be- 
cause of “a recent letter received 
from the U. S. Internal Revenue 
notifying us that our petition to 
have our Foundation approved as 
a tax-exempt agency has been 
stayed temporarily.” 

He said the letter, written by 
Mr, J. F. Worley, chief of the 
Exempt Organizations Branch, 
said in part: 

“.. . It would appear that 
based on the information furn- 
ished that the activities you 
have engaged in to date are of 
an organizational nature. There- 
fore, since your. operations so 
far have not been sufficient to 
show clearly your method of 
operation, a ruling relative to 
your status will not be made at 
this time. 

“If you will submit an appli- 
eation for exemption after you 


have actively operated for a suf- 
ficient period of. time and have 
made substantial disbursements 
in furtherance of your stated 
purposes, further consideration 
will be given your status.” 

- Cognizant of the contents of 
the letter Gorrasi said, “If we 
are to ultimately gain approval 
from the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice then we must put our Foun- 
dation to work with all speed.” 

In recent months Supreme 
Venerable Gorrasi has been in 
communication with officials of 
The Institute of International 
Education. 

In a letter dated July 7, the 
Institute’s assistant director of 
the department of development, 
Alan H. Jacobs, informed Gorra- 
si that four students—one Amer- 
ican and three Italians—were in 
need of financial assistance. Mr. 
Jacobs also sent brief summaries 
on the four candidates including 
their financial requirements. 

In asking that the Sons of 
Foundation sponsor the students, 
Mr. Jacobs letter said in part: 

“T sincerely hope that the Or- 
der will undertake to sponsor 
these students and will make a 
grant to the Institute for this 
purpose. It is, of course, your 
prerogative to sponsor -fewer 
than the four students submit- 
ted. As I mentioned previously, 
the students selected by you will 
be notified of your generosity. 
The. Institute will, naturally, 


submit an accounting of the 
funds either at the end of the 
school year or when the funds 
are exhausted.” 

On July 10, Supreme Venerable 
Gorrasi, acting on behalf of the 
Foundation’s board of trustees, 
instructed Supreme Financial 
Secretary Americo A. DeMartinis 
of Philadelphia, financial secre- 
tary of the Foundation, to send 
a check in the amount of $5,536 
to the Institute for the sponsor- 
ship of the four students. 
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
